There are always two kinds of silk 
hats, each of the best quality, on sale in 
London. One is tho strictest fashionable 
model, **the latest," or whatever one 
may choose to call it, which xs retailed 
in tho West End at from a guinea (five 
dollars) to twenty-fivo shillings 
(six 
dollars). 
Tho other is the stylo which 
immediately preceded it and has "gone 
out," although the quality is unchanged. 
This is usually called the "city" hat and 
costs four dollars (sixteen shillings). 
The distinction is a very peculiar one. 
Employes of large London commercial 
houses are not expected to be up to tho 
hilt in fashion, and if thoy are, it is suro 
to be resented by their employers. 
A 
London city magnate would not bo seen 
wearing the same shaped hat aa one of 
his bookkeepers, and so th^^great army 
of salary drawers keep^ just a shade be- 
hind the bond.holdiug community. For 
instance, now that tho 
bell-crowned 
"topper" is au fait, the "city" hat is a 
»'taper crown," and as such is strictly 
correct. 


Carroll D. Wright, United States Com- 
missioner of Labor, says in the Popular 
Science Monthly that tho decrease in tho 
size of families is a subject which causes 
much alarm. 
Taking the United States 
as a whole, it is found by tho census 
figures that in 1850 the average family 
consisted of 5.56 persons. 
There has 
been a gradual decrease, it being in 1860 
6.28, in 1870 5.09, in 1880 5.04, and in 
1890 4.94. 
Looking at the different 
geographical divisions, it is found that 
this rule holds true except in the West- 
i m division, where tho average size of 
the family has risen from 4.18 in 1850 
io 4.88 in 1890, tho increase having been 
steady through tho intermediate decades. 
This result would have been expected, 
of course, on account of the settlement 
of the West in tho last few years, the 
population having increased rapidly and 
being more and more brought to 
the 
family basis instead of that of single in- 
dividuals or young families settling in 
Westerp. Territories. 
The small average 
size of the family in Oklahoma, now a 
Territory just opened for settlement, 
shows the influence of new settlements 
upon the size of the family. 
In Okla- 
homa the size of tho family will increase 
until population becomes fairly dense, 
until, when it will follow the rule of 
older communities and decrease. 
When 
population becomes more or less urban 
in character the maximum is reached, 
and after that a constantly receding aver- 
age will probably be shown at each sue- 
Reding census/'

nOBBINQ T H E 
HONBY-COitB. 


To get honey out of the honey-comb,, 
set the pieces of comb on sticks across 
opening of an earthen pan and leave themi 
to drain, tilting them to a different angle - 
dailv. 
The honey that runs out in this- 
way is perfectly clear and is always sold 
at the highest price. 
When no more - 
drops from the comb, this is broken up, 
laid on a piece or cieaa, coarse linen, and 
twisted in an opposite direction by two« 
people. 
The running of honey is a slow 
process and cannot be hastened, and in- 
tho 
meanwhile 
the 
syrup must 
be 
thoroughly protected from dust and in- 
sect. 
This can be done by fixing muslin, 
tent-fashion, over the pan, its transpar- 
ency allowing the process to be watched 
meanwhile. 
Of course thbso directions 
are only for those who raise honey in 
small quantities; as for those who culti- 
vate it for the market there are 
appliances for such work, but there is no- 
honey surpassing this in flavor and clear- 
ness, the farmers wife tells us, who has. 
given her family the best of honey from 
her own hives lor years—New York.

SUBSTITUTES FOR CLOSETS. 


A thrifty housekeeper, whose house- 
boosts of but few closets, has surmounted 
the difficulty by having several boxes 
made to slip under the beds. 
Those are 
made of the same size as tho bed itself, i 
and are mounted on small wheels sunk 
into the wood so that they may run easily 
in and out. Although necessarily shallow 
they hold a great deal, and their great 
advantage is that garments may be laidi 
in them at full length. 
One of these- 
boxes she has lined with camphor wood,. 
60 that tho winter furs are simply laid in 
it an locked up. 
These boxes should be- 
carefully painted. 
Unpainted or unvar- 
nished wood should never be left in a 
bedroom, as the natural wood harbors- 
insects. White paint looks tho best, and 
tho box should have a fresh coat once ia 
a while. There should be some arrange- 
ment on both sides of tho box to pull it 
in either direction. 
A tin-lined box is- 
also a capital arrangement for the sea--* 
shore. 
In this may be stored away many 
delicate garments; for this purpose thero 
Is nothing nicer than a box sofa, arranged 
M a window seat. 
Prettily upholstered 
»nd with big cushions they are very orna- 
mental and most useful.—Bt Louis Ke- 
public. 


SOJCE WHOLESOME PIES. 


Cocoanut Pie—Grate a cocoanut after- 
removing the outer shell and tho inner 
skin, and strain tho milk it contains • 
through a cloth; beat tho yolks of threo 
eggs, the rind and juice of halt a lemon,, 
and four tablespoons of granulated sugar 
until foamy; add a spoonful at a time,tho^ 
grated cocoanut, its milk, and lastly the 
whites of the eggs beaten stilf; cover 
with strips ot crust, and bake three-i 
quarters of an hour in a good oven. 


Pumpkin Pie—Cream the yolks of" 
four eggs with as many tablespoons of' 
granulated sugar; add two cups of stewed 
pumpkin, strained, two cups of milk, a 
teaspoonful of cinnamon, a pinch 
of 
ground mace, some grated nutmeg, and. 
last the whites of egg beatsn very stiff. 


Lemon Pie—Line the pie-pan, prick 
it with u fork, and bake the crust in a hot 
oven. 
When lightly browned, remove- 
from tho oven and set aside to cool. 
"The juice of two lemons, the grated rind 
of one, the yolks of five eggs, and fivo 
tablespoons of granulated sugar are beat-- 
en with the egg beater for fifteen mia-^ 
utes, and set to cook in a double boiler, 
or in a saucepan set inside of another* 
containing boiling water. 
When thick- 
cued,set away to cool. 
Beat the whites» 
stilf, reserving some for meringue; add 
to the cold lemon filling tho whites and 
a French coffeecupful of grated and 
sifted broad crumbs; mix lightly, and 
bako in a quick oven. 
When baked^. 
spread with meringuo made by mixing, 
'the stiffened egg white with a spoonful 
of powdered sugar, and retura to tho^ 
.oven until delicately

Benares has been the religious center 
»of all India sincc countless generations 
before Christ. 
Indeed, tho origin is 
said to bo coeval with tho creation of 
the world. 
It was occupied by hundreds 
-of thousands of people over six conturics 
i-beforo our Christian era and was the 
-birthplace of Hindoo mythology. 
The 
first authentic history of tho city dates 
back to 638 B. C., for Sakya M u n i - 
Buddha—tho great Hindoo Christ, flour- 
ished from that time till 543 B. C., and 
lived hero for many years. 
It was in 
Benares that Buddha taught and estab- 
lished the greatest religion, numerically, 
• on earth, and to show how successful ho 
was and how prosperous his religion has 
been (although, like Christendom, Beth- 
lehem and Jerusalem 
contain 
fewer 


• Christians than any other religious sect, 
: fio does Benares contain fewer Buddhists 
than Hindoos and Mohammedans), th.ere 
aie 500,000,000 people that bow to the 
Buddhist faith—worshiping as devoutly 
. as ever Christian worshiped Christ. 


From tho time of the Buddha little is 
known of Benares until the great Mo- 
hammedan conquest in 1191 A. D. The 
Mohammedans destroyed over 1000 Hin- 
-doo temples and built mosques in their 
stead. 
Now that tho British rulo in In- 
dia tolerates all religious views, Benares 
has become almost exclusively a Hindoo 
• city. 
Indeed, it is this very wise policy 


• of free religious thought, spcech and ac- 
^tion that enables Great Britain to govern 
India, for tho Hindoos would willingly 
j-unite with Enirland to drive out the Mo- 


themselves before they cleave tho Ganges 
flood. 
Here are tho sacred cows and 
bulls, monkeys, neaeocka, doves and «er** 
pents» the well of knowledge, tho temple 
of gold and silver. 
Here, indeed, are 
tho sftcrcd footprints of tho sainted 
Buddha, aod oven thoso of God Vishnu t 


Of courso wo scofl at all these sacred 
and wonderful things and call them 
pa^an superstitions, claiming that other 
waters, other forms of ablution alone can 
absolve us from sinful ways; still tho 
years n>ll on, still roll on tho at^es, and 
yet the Ganges faith Is bright within tho 
simplo souls of almost countless millions. 
Thousands of millions have purified their 
bodies in this wondrous stream and gone 
away happy. 
Millions and millions of 
bodies havo been burned on its water's 
edge and have had their ashos strewn 
upon its placid %\"avo in hope of rest 
eternal, and still tho stream gathers its 
forces and devotees annually in ever in- 
creasitig numbers and may do so in all 
tho countless ages that arc to come. 


Modern Benares has 
a 
permanent 
population of about a quarter of a 
million and an annual pilgrimage of 
over one hundred thousand. It has over 
one thousand temples, 
thousands 
of 
priests, to say nothing of tho sacred 
cows and bulls and monkeys and snakes 
whose spirits have 
been 
on 
earth 
centuries beiore. 
The Christians hold

tho cock sacred because it gave timely 
warning to St. Peter, though ho heeded 
it not, and the dovo because the Holy 
Ghost assumed that shape at one time; 
so that it is not at all remarkable that 
tho simple-minded Hindoos should have 
sacred animals, more especially as their 
religion is largely pantheistic, teaching 
that tho Great God Spirit is in every 
living being. 


The streets of Benares are almost as 
crooked as those of Boston or London. 
The largest of them within the city are 
barely wide enough for an ox cart to

hammedans, and tho Mohammedans, on 
the other hand, are eager to drive out tho 
Hindoos. 
Should the two great parties 


• ever combine against England thero will 
be a much worse scene enacted in India 
than tho terrible mutiny of 1857. 


Benares, the holy city of these hun- 


• dreds of millions of souls, is beautifully 
'Situated on tho left bank ot the sacred 
'Ganges, a mighty river, whoso copious 
ever-flowing stream stretches from half 
a milo to a mile in width, and whoso 
precious water»—precious to more of the 
•children of tho Great Father of us all 
»than any othijr waters on tho globe— 
purify and wash away all taint of sin by 
the merest touch. 
Hero in Benares are

pass, and one must crawl into tho huts 
or doorways to allow one to go bv. 
Everywhere the 
people 
throng 
tho 
streets with their baskets and bundles 
on their heads and babies on their hips. 


One of the great temples out of tho 
thousand at Benares is tho Durga or 
"Monkey" Temple. Durga is the terrific 
form of Shira's wife Kali, who is said to 
delight in destruction. 
The trinity of 
the Hindoo faith, as is well known, con- 
sists of Brahma, tho creator, Vishnu, tho 
presever, and Shjra or Sira, tho de- 
stroyer. It seems that Shira's wife, with 
her four hands, armed with sword and 
spear and riding on a Bengal tiger, was 
oven more bloodthirsty than the god 
himself. 
To appease tho goddess this 
elegant and costly temple was erected, 
and daily sacrifices of human life were 
made until quite recently, when tho Gov- 
ernment inter/erred. 
Even to this day 
iambs and goats aro sacrificed to appcaso 
the divine wrath, and tho poor animals* 
blood is sprinkled about to sanctify the 
temple. 


The Durga Is called the monkey tem- 
ple becauso thero aro hundreds of these 
sacred animals about, filling tho trees and 
buildings. 
They are allowed to go and 
come and do as they please, for their an- 
cestors were human and their spirits 
have come back on earth to work out 
their norwana. 
They havo also sacred 
bulls, whoso spirits lived within human 
frames once upon a time. All these bulls 
and monkeys aro painted dilferent colors 
and worshiped several times a day with 
imposing ceremony. 
Even flowers and 
shrubs are worshiped and prayed to, for 
does not the essence of divine influence 
pervade all nature? 


The Monkey Temple is a beautiful 


oriental structure composed of several 
«brines elaborately carved and decorated 
with gold, silver and precious gems. In 
the centre of the building rise up the 
towers called sikrai or vimaraha, so uni- 
versal in Hindoo temples. 
They aro 
built of carved rod sandstone or marble, 
and often covered with solid plates of 
gold. Tho origin of their peculior shapo 
is unknown, as they existed long bcforo 
history, but il Is supposed thoy represent 
flames of fire. The whole is surrounded 
by a huge wall, having compartments 
for the priests or Hindoo monks and 
longghats leading down to the Ganges. 


Talk not of worshiping until you have 
seen tho devout Hindoo performing his 
devotions in one of these great temples 
in Benares. Hither pilgrims flock by tho 
thousands from all parts of India. 
Tho 
temples aro so crowdcd that admission 
cannot bo gained for days at a time, and 
then the crowds are so dense that tho 
jostling and squeezing, 
tho constant 
noise of tho huge bells, tho chanting of 
the prayers and tho throwing of holy 
water makes a terrific pandemonium, and 
yet to see the people lying prostrate be- 
fore these images, praying devoutly for 
their future state, is very touching. 
One often sees the devotees crawling on 
all fours to tho foot of some grand im- 
age, imploring its protection and bless- 
ing. 
Ono sees tears streaming down 
the suppliant's checks, or perhaps his 
I head will be buried in the dirt and mud 
to show his humiliation.* Where else on 
earth does one see humanity so humbled, 
so sincerely devout! Thoy fast for days, 
go without speaking one word for years, 
stand on ono foot or keep ono arm ele- 
vated above their heads for weeks, 
months and years, until their limb be- 
comes ankylosed and as stiil as a poker. 


Another interesting temple on 
tho 
Ganges is at the Chanki Ghat, whero 
serpents are worshiped, 
Tho pnosts of 
the Temple ef tho Moon in Benares euro 
every disease on earth by prayer and 
holy water. 
Close to this one is the 
statue of the mother of iEsculapius. 
This IS worshiped and cures diseases. 
Another one is that of Sitla or »*SmalU 
pox," a temple presided over by a Hin- 
doo goddess. 
Hither small pox patients 
flock to bo cured. 
It is needless to say 
that not many travelers visit this temple. 
Tho temple of the planet Saturn has a 
largo imago in the shape of a round sil- 
ver disk, from which hangs an apron or 
cloth, which prevents one 
remarking 
that it is a head without a body. 
A 
garland hangs from each ear and a can- 
opy is spread above. 


There is also a templo of food—tho 
Aunapurna—presided over by a goddess. 
Bhe has express orders from Bisheshwar 
to feed the inhabitants of Benares. 


Tho temple of ShukaresUwar or planet 
Venus is filled by men and women pray- 
ing for handsome offspring. Near tho 
templo of Venus is tho curious image of 
Ganesh. 
It stands twenty feet high and 
has solid silver hands, feet and ears, and 
a hugo elephant's trunk lor a nose. 


Benares is a quaint old city, so full of 
all forms of worship from oulls to snakes 
and idols to things that cannot be men- 
tioned. 
But Benares is noted for other 
things, tho Hindoo woven silk and 
gleaming gold and silver. 
Tho hut in 
which it is made is dirty, without win- 
dows or doors, Tho loom is worth, with 
all its wood and knotted strings and 
trappings, say ono or two rupees, thirty 
to sixty cents, and yet within that un- 
clean hut, squatted upon tho earth floor, 
sits tho weaver, facing his cheap, simplo 
trap and weaves such costly, priceless 
fabrics, silks that stand on edge, so stiiZ 
they are with golden threads. 
Silken 
goods and embroidery in such won- 
drous patterns that kings and princes 
stop to buy 'y goods that put to shame 
the 
richest 
products 
of 
Western 
civilization, all .made by tho clever 
slender Angers and 
tho deft Indian 
hand 
and 
foot 
upon 
this 
cheap 
claptrap of a loom. 
In gold and silver 
and brass tableware tho people 
of ' 
Benares excel. 
In fact the brass work 
is not equaled in any part of tho world. 
Thoy draw designs without patterns.

The Sanitary Commit* 
tee reported that tho town was put 
in a very cleanly condition, although 
they thought more lime should be 
used. The suggestion met with ap- 
proval, and the Committee was order 
ed to get lime whenever needed and 
use it freely on all public property. 


The Burgess was authorized to 
have inserted a notice in the Item re- 
quiring all persons to cleanse and dis- 
infect their properties thoroughly. 


The policy of insurance issued by 
the Adams County Mutual Co., on 
town property, was accepted. 


The Street Committee reported 
that the roads and streets were being 
put in good condition; and that spalls 
are l>eing hauled on the pike around 
the circle. 


It was suggested that a pavement 
should be made from A. S. Himes's 
pavement to the railroad along prop- 
erties of J. N. Hersh and the W. M. 
R. R. Co. Upon motion, it was de- 
cided that the Street Committee give 
Mr. Hersh aud the W. M. Railroad 
company grades for pavements, and 
the Secretary was instructed to noti- 
fy them to make the pavements as 
provided by ordinance. 


The lock up was reported fixed by 
putting on a new outside door and 
repairing the door of the middle cell. 


Two old lamps were reported sold 
at $1 each.

appoin ted 
by 
the Adams, York, and Cumberland 
county Republican conventions to de- 
termine the representations of the re- 
spective counties in future conferences 
met at Gettysburg Monday. 
York 
was represented by Dr. Jas. A. Dale, 
R. M. Wirt,and Dr. J. H. Graff; Cum- 
berland by R. W. Woods, Captain J. 
A. Moore, and J. C. Wagner; Adams 
by James Hersh, W. S. ^broder,and 
Cyrus G. Beales. 
Mr. Woods was 
made president and Dr. Dale secreta- 
ry. 
The first proposition was to give 
the counties two delegates for every 
2000 votes and one extra for every ad- 
ditional 1000. This was voted down. 
Then it was proposed to give York a 
representation of six, Cumberland of 
three, and Adams of two. The two 
latter counties combined and defeated 
York. Mr. Beales then suggested that 
the number be left as at present,three 
each. The York men, along with 
Messrs. Woods and Wagner, voted 
against this, while Captain Moore 
stuck to Adams. 
The following com- 
promise was then offered by Captain 
Moore and unanimously adopted.

Y^^rk 
county shall be entitled to one nation- 
al delegate to all national conventions 
and the other national delegate shall 
come alternately from Cumberland 
and Adams, the Presidential elector 
to be selected from the county not 
having the national delegate.

1832 a number of people were watching 
the pro;iress of the lava when the front 
of the stream was suddenly blown out 
as by an explosion of gunpowder.

The tiger shark

It is not nearly so handBome in 
uutUno as the leopard shark, and 
looks as rousrh as if it bad been 
forged into shape under the blows of 
a steam trip hammer. 
The size of 
it« mouth and the roughness of its 
form are the flrst features about it 
to attract the attention of strangers. 
But those who know something con- 
cerning it are chiefly attracted by the 
tiger-like stripes, which have given it 
the name it bears, and the indica- 
tions of most extraordinary strength 
In its deep, full body, powerful tall 
and heavy flns. It is, in all proba- 
bility, the strongest member of its 
genus in Florida waters, and is swift 
enough to overtake a dolphin; yet it 
has the habit of lying in wait near 
beaches and swallowing thousands of 
little turtles, not larger than silver 
dollars. 
It is reported to attain a 
length varying from twentv-flve to 
thirty feet, but the largest I ever 
saw measured only sixteen feet.

is rarely seen in the shallow bays on 
the western coast, preferring to keep 
to the open waters of the Gulf of 
Mexico, where abundance of food and 
a safe haven during a tempest may 
always be found.

C O N S T K U C T I O N

The way to make an icehouse is to 
think about it in the summer and have 
the preparations made before the winter. 
The requisites are a dry foundation; 
double walls filled in between with dry 
sawdust, or other loose stuff that will 
make a good non-conductor of the heat 
and thus retain the cold; a tight and 
well-ventilated roof over it, and the ex- 
clusion of water or air from every part 
of it. 
Good ventilation over the top 
covering, however, is indispensable, as 
this keeps the covering dry, and dryness 
is an absolute necessity. 
A refrigerator 
is made in this way and on the same 
principles. 
A box of any suitable shape 
is made with double sides and bottom 
and cover. 
The space is filled with 
powdered charcoal, and the inside is 
well painted or lined with sheet zinc or 
tin. 
The box should stand twice as 
high as it is wide each way, and is di- 
vided into two parts by a metallic divis- 
ion. 
The ice rests on this, and this 
part should have a pipe to carry oS the 
water as the ice melts. 
The lower 
chamber is provided with shelves on 
which The articles to be kept cool are 
placed, and a door for access is fitted to 
the front. Tho icebox on top is covered 
by a lid or falbng door.—New York 
Times.

Many people make a great mietake 
\shea building houses, by placing the 
perches in all conceivable directions. 
The placing of the perches ia all direc- 
tions, however, is not the mistake. When 
the roosts are pbiced thus,the object gen- 
erally is to utilize space, and in fol- 
lowing up this object some perches arc 
placed near the floor, while others may 
just barely afford the fowls space enough 
to roost between the perch and the roof 
o.f tho house. This is where the mis- 
take comes in. 


Have you ever watchcd your fowls 
while ttey are preparing to roost? If 
you have, you could not fail to see that 
all of them were anxious to get on the 
top perch. After tho fowls have selected 
the place upon which they would settle 
for the night, the observing poultry- 
raiser could not but notice how they are 
packed on the highest perch, while tho 
lowest perch does not have a single ono 
on it. 
The intermediate, that is, those 
between the highest and lowest perches, 
would have fowls on them which could 
not possibly secure room on the upper- 
most one. 


This is a fault which should be reme- 
died. The number of birds to a house 
is limited, to prevent overcrowding; yet 
it is overcrowding in its worst form to 
have a roost packed with fowls. 
We all 
know the evil effects of overcrowding, 
and the clearer we steer from it the bet- 
ter. 
Tho only way of preventing this 
crowding on the perches is to have tho 
perches all on tho same level. 
The 
fowls will then have* no choice, and will 
accept the change. 
Even though tho 
perches do take up more room than when 
arranged in a haphazard way, it should 
not bother the owner of the fowls,— 
American Farmer, 


periods than is often observed when the 
ration is not changed. 


The relation in quantity in fats to tho 
other solids varied somewhat, but appar- 
ently without reference,to the food. 


While only limited conclusions can bo 
drawn from this experiment, it appears 
that quite radical changes can bo made 
in the kind of grain ration fed without 
affecting the quality of tho milk. 
It 
was shown that the tendency of butter 
to melt during hot weather may bo in- 
fluenced by the kind of food, and also 
tho degree of hardness may bo affected. 


A mixture of cottonseed meal or lin- 
seed meal with cornmeal and wheat bran, 
especially the cottonseed mixture, pro- 
duced butter less easily melted and of a 
more solid appearance than did the peas 
and barley. 


Upon the whole, from a review of tho 
experiment as found stated in the Annual 
Station Keport, it does not seem to have 
drawn out any results which should 
change the more common opinion that 
the individual character of the animal is 
the most prominent factor in determin- 
ing the quality of butter.—liiew York 
World.

As to the influence of different foods 
upon butter there are many conflicting 
opinions. 
To throw some light on this 
subject Ave cows were fed at the Maine 
Station three different rations during as 
many periods. 


The grain ration of tho first period 
consisted of a mixture of cottonseed 
meal, cornmeal and wheat bran; during 
the second period of peas and barley, and 
during the third period of linseed meal, 
cornme^il and wheat bran. 


The amount of milk was diminished 
somewhat in passing from the first to the 
second period, and increased slightly 
after changing to the third period.

Prepare potting soil for autumn use. 
There is a good reason for everything, 
and success or failure^ in sheep are not 
exception». 


Fowls that are fed and cared for need 
no special forcing or feeding for health 
and growth. 


Unless care is taken there is always 
more or less risk of the turkeys getting 
beyond control. 


This is a world of progress, and the 
sheep industry is in closest touch with 
human industries^ 


The amount of w^>l a sheep will grow 
depends upon the breed and healthy 
uniform food supply. 


If pastures are very rank, it would bo 
well to mow them for hay, and let the 
sheep have dry, healthy pastures. 


A neglected and poorly fed flock of 
poultry will breed lice faster and more 
surely than almost anything else. 


Steel wire fences solve the dog ques- 
tion, and corrugated iron roofing solves 
the shelter problem. 
This is the iron 
age. 


No profitable, economic, progressive 
farming is found in the world that has 
not sheep applied to the situation in 
somo form or other. 


Chicken gapes can be prevented by 
keeping the young chicks out of the 
wet grass until about three weeks old. 
A cure is somewhat uncertain. 


Professor Fletcher, Dominion Ento- 
mologist, says that Juno or Kentucky 
blue grass does not make a good head 
until the third or fourth year from sow- 
ing. 


If you have chicks of a new breed, 
watch them as they develop; they may 
be better or they may be inferior to the 
old breeds with ^Yhich you are ac- 
quainted. 


Do tho birds wallow under tho yard 
fence and escape? Try nailing on the 
net with six inches of it left on the 
ground at right antjles to the fence*, and 
inside the enclosure. 


A good feeding floor for the hogs will 
more than repay its cost in a gingie sea- 
son by the saving ot grain. 
To feed 
good corn on muddy gro and is a practice 
that is about out of fashion. 


The farmer who wages warfare upon 
birds often destroys his best friends. 
They do more to keep aown our insect 
enemies than all the insecticides and 
spraying devices yet invented. 


Meat scraps should be fed to the lay- 
in£7 hens ia some iorm at least twice a 
week; it helps considerably toward fill- 
ing the egg basket, and is a preventive 
to ieather pulling and other vices. 


Tho successful manufacturer always 
knows the cost of producing any article 
that he puts upon the market. 
When 
he cannot produce for less than selling 
price he changes his methods 00 stops, 


Thero is not much difference between 
the cost of the food needed to pro- 
duce a pound of bùtter and that required 
for a pound of bewf. Then if the beef 
cattle must bo housed and cared for the 
same as the dairy cattle, thero is, of 
course, the best profit in butter produc- 
tion. 


Professor Roberts, of Cornell Univers- 
ity, said in speaking of growing fodder 
corn: »'Twenty tons of manure is too 
much for au acre of land. 
Five ton^is 
enough. 
I would just as soon think of 
putting five bushels of oats into a horse's 
madger at ono time, as twenty tons on 
an acre."

Could not a 
few more calves be raised or pigs be 
kept, or a few sheep be added, or the 
poultry yard be better filled with more 
and better stock? Are there not waste 
places now growing weeds that could be 
made to grow profitable crops?
